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The Holstein in Southern Agriculture 


A Statement Regarding Holstein Conditions 
By HON. FRANK O. LOWDEN 


Association of America will hold its annual conven- 

tion south of the Mason and Dixon Line. This should 
be an event of first magnitude in the Holstein world. It 
is to be hoped that there will be a large representation 
from all the southern states. 

The readers and publicists of the South have recog- 
nized for some time that dairying should occupy a larger 
place in southern agriculture than it has hitherto. The 
South possesses many natural advantages for successful 
dairying. Its milder climate makes possible the ultiliza- 
tion of pasture for the greater part of the year. Indeed, 
in many portions of the South, by sowing fall grains and 
some of the varieties of clover, you can have green 
pasture throughout the year. Nearly everywhere legumes 
can easily be grown in great abundance without danger of 
winter killing. Corn can be grown sufficiently for all 
silage needs. These are the conditions required for the 
economical production of milk. Every practical dairy- 
man in the North knows that cotton seed meal is one of 
the most valuable concentrates in the feeding of dairy 
cows. Cotton seed meal, of course, with present heavy 
freight rates, is much cheaper there than in the North. 
And then, an important item, dairy barns and other dairy 
equipment, on account of the milder winters, need not be 
nearly as expensive as in the North. 

Notwithstanding these obvious advantages, the South 
has never anywhere nearly produced enough of dairy 
products for its own use. There is, therefore, an excellent 
home market in the South for a very great expansion of 
dairying. I have long believed, and have often said, that 
butter fat, in my opinion, could be produced more cheaply 
in the South than in the North. Now is the time to urge 
dairy extension in the South. The chief obstacle in the 
past to more general practice of dairying has been the 
autocratic sway which cotton culture seems to exercise 
Over its votaries. Cotton is a good deal of a tyrant. It is 
also a jealous tyrant. It wants to occupy the field to the 
exclusion of everything else. In the past generally it has 
had its way. Now, however, owing to the ravages of the 
boll weevil, which have finally covered the entire cotton 
belt of the South, there is coming to be a general recogni- 
tion for the need of diversification. The cow is more 
likely to receive a kindly welcome in the South than ever 
before. I earnestly hope that this convention of our great 
association may be the begining of a new chapter in 
the agriculture of the South and that the dairy industry

may occupy a larger and a larger share of the attention of 
the farmers of the South. 

There has been considerable talk in the press recently 
of overproduction of milk in America. For the last year it 
seems the production of milk here was slightly in excess 
of consumption. This, however, should alarm no one. 
Nearly all other forms of farming activities have been 
notoriously unprofitable during the last three or four 
years. And while the dairy farmer has been obliged to 
give the closest attention to his business to make it at all 
profitable, doubtless he has suffered less than other 
classes of farmers. This naturally has attracted new men 
into the production of milk. Even if that tendency should 
continue, there is no possible ground for alarm, in my 
opinion, on account of overproduction. The fact is, that 
a very large percentage of the cows which are now pro- 
ducing—probably a third—ought long ago to have gone to 
the butcher’s block. The thing now to do is not so much 
to emphasize overproduction as to eliminate these unpro- 
fitable cows. 

To this end, the most valuable agency we have is the 
cow-testing association. Whenever a cow-testing associa- 
tion is organized in any community, the unprofitable cows 
begin to disappear. For the owner, having before him the 
cold fact that a cow is not producing milk enough to pay 
even for her feed, to say nothing about labor, soon rids 
himself of her. If the dairy farmers of the country all 
belon:sed to cow-testing associations there would not be 
the slightest danger of overproduction within the life of 
any man living. For as prices declined, the farmer would 
make a further elimination of the least profitable cows, 
and in this way production would be curtailed until the 
price rose again. I know of no other place where produc- 
tion can be so easily and so inexpensively adjusted to con- 
sumption as upon the dairy farm. This association and 
other pure breed dairy associations can do no more effec- 
tive work than in encouraging and fostering the organiza- 
tion of milk testing associations wherever they do not 
now exist. Scrub bulls will disappear. A large demand 
for purebred bulls will come and the unprofitable cow will 
become taboo. 

This is not a time when breeders of purebred cattle 
should become discouraged. They are needed now as 
never before. It is clear that only the best cows are 
really profitable. Until, therefore, the great army of 
scrubs and inferior grades shall have gone ¢o the butcher’s 
block, the breeder of purebred dairy cattle has his work 
cut out for him. 
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Annual Report of F. L. Houghton, Secretary 


Historical 


Mr. President and Members of The Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America: 


In making a report of the work of this Association for 
the fiscal year it will no doubt be of interest to state that 
it is the 58th year of organized Holstein industry in Amer- 
ica and the 39th of this institution which now has upon 
its records the pedigrees of 1,257,650 head of cattle, of 
which 115,132 were recorded during the year ended De- 
cember 31, 1923, and this represents a gain of 1,360 over 
the previous year. In comparison with other dairy breed 
associations it is a wonderful achievement, representing 
more than the total of all other breeds. 

The growth of membership is also most encouraging 
and represents a gain of 1,758. 

Probably no year in the history of the organization 
has shown a greater amount of constructive, educational 
work, in bringing to the attention of the dairy public the 
merits of the breed. The activities in general are broad 
and comprehensive and embrace many features, and par- 
ticular attention has been devoted to widening the scope 
of the work of this organization in its various depart- 
ments as shown in the respective reports before you. 

Outstanding is the completion of the effort to estab- 
lish the ideal type of the breed and its consumation may 
now be visualized in the statues and reproductions in color 
of the cow and bull of the true or ideal type, now in the 
hands of educational institutions, teachers and breeders 
in all sections of the country. This has been an effort 
unique in the history of world’s work for the improvement 
of dairy cattle breeding in form and production. 

The year’s work of the Association has been character- 
ized by greater effort, and broader scope of a most con- 
structive nature. It is easily recalled that such commit- 
tees as the General Welfare, Extension Service and that 
on True Type have been engaged upon fundamentals, and 
the personnel has embraced the ablest and most exper- 
dienced members of the Association. This work has re 
‘sulted in the firm establishment of the means of teaching 
true type and the accomplishment of much in that di- 
rection. The proposed revision of the By-Laws, result- 
ing in clarification, changes and amendments, will have 
‘beneficial results. 

The Extension Service with its wide publicity and 
propaganda and its well laid plans for popularizing Hol- 
‘stein milk; the Calf Club work with its far-reaching ef- 
forts, and many other important subjects, incidental to 
which is the return to breeders in these forms of the 
fees paid into the treasury and to a very great percentage 
thereof, constitute an unequalled service to the industry. 


The foregoing is a bare and incomplete outline of our 
work, but may be the basis for satisfactory contemplation. 

The widespread interest in the Southern section of 
our country in the improvement of its cattle and increase 
of its dairy products has been properly recognized in the 
location of this convention and its co-operation with local 
intérests, in adding an educational program to its ordin- 
ary features. 

Virginia is credited by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture with a little over nine hundred thousand cattle 
of which 17,777 are purebreds of all breeds; 12,720 are 
of the dairy breed’; 7,673 of these are Holstein-Friesians, 
or upwards cf 60 per cent. 

There are many signs of Holstein-Friesian progress 
in Virginia and the South. I am informed that 225 Dairy 
Calf Club members in Virginia last year, 102 owned Hol- 
stein calves. That at the present time 298 dairy cattle 
in the state are being tested officially and of these 142 
are Holsteins. That Holstein cows hold all of the official 
yearly state milk records of Virginia. That the highest 
yearly official milk record in Virginia is held by a Hol- 
stein cow. That the highest official yearly butterfat rec- 
ord in Virginia is held by a Holstein cow. Among the 
grade cows, the highest milk record in the South and 
perhaps the second highest in America is held by a Vir- 
ginia grade Holstein owned by Ben Middleton of Hern- 
don. She produced 23,257 lbs. of milk, containing 915.9 


lbs. of butterfat, equivalent to 1144.9 lbs. of butter, and 
at a profit to her owner of $447.14 above her cost of feed. 

While Virginia is not a dairy state, it should be under. 
stood that potentially it is one of the greatest dairy states 
in the Union. It possesses climate, soil and proximity 
to market. Natural blue grass is a product of a large 
portion of the state and constitutes one of the best past- 
ures known. A very high class of beef cattle has for 
many years been produced in the valley of Virginia and 
South West Virginia. In those large areas gains of as 
high as three to five hundred pounds on a beef steer have 
been made in the season from May to October upon 
pasture alone. 

While the dairy industry is yet small, it has been 
sufficient to provide for the fluid milk markets of the 
towns and cities. In the last decade a number of cream- 
eries have been established which are producing a very 
excellent grade of butter and a beginning has also been 
made in the manufacture of cheese. As in other localities, 
the cream and ice cream business has made large ad- 
vances, but there is still room for an increased use per 
capita of these delightful products. 

Generally speaking it may be stated that the entire 
South is an undeveloped dairy market, and that a large 
portion of this Southern field is unusually well adapted 
to it, and that here Holsteins will grow to large size and 
high production. With a steadily and rapidly increasing 
population there will be a still greater development of 
the tobacco, peanut and cotton industries with increasing 
population and larger and more markets. The develop- 
ment of the dairy industry is exactly what is needed at 
this time. Dairying and breeding of purebreds will pro- 
duce another profitable cash crop and will automatically 
increase all other crops and lower their cost of production. 


Virginia has contributed 13 to our roll of members 
during 1923, giving the state a total of 172 members. The 
adjoining states show in West Virginia 56, Maryland 209, 
Delaware 71, North Carolina 34. 

Our Herd-Books show that the pioneer Holstein herd in 
Virginia was that of the late William Fullerton of Clifton 
Station. Mr. Fullerton, who was an eminent lawyer of 
New York City, brought to Virginia from New York state 
in 1874 eleven imported females and two bulls, and con- 
tinued to breed and maintain his herd for many years. 
Mr. Fullerton was a charter member of the Holstein 
Breeders’ Association. 

Other pioneer breeders in Virginia were J. R. Beuch- 
ler, Leesburg; Hubert Dilger, Front Royal, and Thomas 
R. Smith of Lincoln. 

The National Military Asylum at Hampton was the first 
public institution in Virginia to own Holsteins. 

The Virginia Polytechnic Institute became an honor- 
ary member of the Association in 1905, and its herd has 
become famous because of its large number of high-pro- 
ducing cattle, having held a goodly number of World’s 
records made by colleges and experiment stations. 

The Hollins College also joined the Association in 
1905 and has one of the greatest producing Holstein herds 
of the South. 

The Virginia Holstein-Friesian Club was organized at 
Harrisburg in the spring of 1916 with Mr. Frank S. 
Walker of Woodberry Forest as its President, and Mr. 
R. V. Martindale of Sweet Briar as Secretary-Treasurer. 
There appear to be also other active Holstein organiza- 
tions including those of Albemarle county, the Piedmont, 
the Henrico, the Northern Branch of the Piedmont, the 
Shenandoah county, and the Southern at Richmond. 


Administration 


The status of appropriations for the year and 
statement of the income and disbursements of the 
Secretary’s office afford so nearly a complete review of 
its affairs relating to registration that both are herewith 
given in full at the risk of repeating information which 
in less consecutive f rm may be obtained from other 
reports. 

There is also a considerable income from interest 
on reserves and bank balances which is not a part of 
the income from the Secretary’s office but appears in 
the report of the Auditor.

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John Erickson—Constructive Breeder 
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By FRANK T. PRICE and WILLIAM A. PRESCOTT 


We learn in this business of breeding Hol- 

steins, if we learn anything at all, that to become a 
constructive breeder is not easy. One may go out into 
the market and buy the top animals of the breed, but he 
does not become a really constructive breeder until he 
is able to mate such animals with the proper sires to 
produce’ better ones. A 
constructive breeder leaves 
the breed better than he

found it. 
When a man like John 
Erickson, starting at the 


very bottom of the ladder, 
handicapped by limitations 
of his pocketbook, builds a 
herd, the like of which he. 
can show today, he must, 
in all justice, be hailed as 
one of the greatest breed- 
ers ever enlisted under the 
Holstein banner. The Erick- 
son herd was built, not by 
paying fabulous prices for 
sensational females but by 
using just the right sires 
with what females he had 
“and then selecting the best 
of their offspring for breed- 
ing stock. 

He began twenty - eight 
years ago and by using carefully selected sires laid a foun- 
dation for the success his herd has enjoyed the past ten 
years. The early history of the herd is of importance mere- 
ly as it shows careful painstaking work so necessary to lay 
the right foundation. Good sires were used but particular 
attention was paid to the selection of the daughters of 
these sires to be retained for foundation purposes. As 
with another famous breeder, the selection of foundation 
females was an important consideration, but Mr. Erick- 
son did not buy his good foundation females at fancy 
prices. He picked them out from the best heifers of his 
own breeding. 

The dam of his herd bull, Mr. Erickson considered 
more important than the bull himself. By this we mean 
the type and quality of the dam. Mr. Erickson tells us 
that he bought Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th with- 
out even seeing him. He spent days, however, study- 
ing his near dams. 

The Erickson herd first came into national prom- 
inence in 1910 at the time of the Wisconsin Dairy Com- 
petition, which attracted attention the world over. Pro- 
duction records for a year were accurately kept on var- 
ious dairy herds of the state of all breeds and at the 
close of the contest, John Erickson’s string of ten cows 
was found to lead all the rest. These ten cows, most 
of them daughters of Sir Piebe Aaggie Hengerveld, made 
up the real foundation of the present day Erickson herd 
and these cows and their daughters, mated with such 
sires as Johanna De Colantha Champion, King Henger- 
veld Pietertje Ormsby (full brother to Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby) and later Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, 
and Marathon Bess Burke, are responsible for the pres- 
ent herd, practically no females having been purchased 
since that time as breeding stock. 

It was just ten years ago that John Erickson pur- 
chased a half interest in Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
37th. His dam and grandam, Spring Brook Bess Burke 
2d, and Spring Brook Bess Burke, were then just coming 
into prominence and they were already recognized as 
about the greatest dam and daughter of the breed at that 
time. The sire’s dam, Pietertje Maid Ormsby, had made 
her 35-lb. record and had broken the world’s 30-day rec- 
ord. His sire, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, following 
the show seasons of 1913 and 1914, was hailed as the 
greatest sire of show ring winners of the breed. 


For about six years, Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
37th stood at the head of the Erickson herd. 





Mercedes 
Here were 


bred and developed ten of his twelve 30-lb. daughters, 
the other two being bred and developed in neighboring 
herds. 


Nine of them are still in the herd and nearly all

the nine have offspring in the herd. They are young 
cows right in their prime and breeding regularly. Al.- 
though Mr. Erickson has never patronized the show ring 
to any extent, the daughters of 37th are recognized as a 
very uniform lot of sisters, closely conforming in size, 
type and general appearance to their grandam, Spring 
Brook Bess Burke 2d. 

A few years ago, the 
Erickson firm, which is now 
known as John Erickson & 
Sons, made a deal with E. 
C. Schroeder, breeder and 
former owner of 37th, 
whereby the Erickson half- 
interest in 37th went back 
to Mr. Schroeder and Mar- 
athon Bess Burke came to 
head the Erickson herd. 
By mating Marathon with 
the daughters of 37th, the 
blood of Spring Brook Bess 
Burke and Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes was in- 
tensified in a very striking 
way without’ inbreeding. 
Thirty-seventh, as we 
know, is a son of Sir Piet- 
ertje Ormsby Mercedes 
from the largest yearly but- 
ter record daughter of 
Spring Brook Bess Burke. 
Marathon gets 87% per cent of his blood from three of 
the largest record daughters of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes, two of them being from Spring Brook Bess Burke. 
His own dam is the largest 7-day butter record daughter 
of Spring Brook Bess Burke, besides having a year rec- 
ord of 1164 lbs. butter from over 26,000 lbs. milk, and 
his great grandam is the largest yearly milk record daugh- 
ter of Spring Brook Bess Burke. The calves resulting 
from this cross, therefore, carried near crosses to all three 
of the best producing daughters of Spring Brook Bess 
Burke and to three of the best daughters and the best 
son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes. The first of these 
Marathon daughters from 37th dams are just finishing 
their records at the Erickson Farms, the first to finish 
having well over 900 lbs. butter as a two-year-old. 


Other young sires that have seen service at the Erick- 
son Farms during the past few years are Ambassador 
Fobes, now owned at Murphy Farms, who is a son of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes from the great transmitting 
1100-lb. cow, Wisconsin Fobes. Two others are Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes and Governor Fobes, full brothers, sired 
by Marathon from Wisconsin Fobes 5th, one of the most 
famous of the 1000-lb. daughters of 37th. 

The present combined Erickson herd consists of about 
eighty head, practically all of which have been bred by 
the Ericksons for generations. Concerning this herd, Mr. 





‘Erickson writes, “We have been very fortunate in being 


able to increase the production, individuality and size with 
each generation. We have bred and developed seventeen 
cows with records from 1000 to well over 1300 lbs. butter 
in our small herd. We are now making our one hundred 
fiftieth semi-official record in our small herd that will av- 
erage over 1000 lbs. butter.” 

Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th now has twelve 
1000-lb. daughters, all but two of which were bred and de- 
veloped at Ericksons. These twelve daughters have to- 
gether made seventeen records from 1000 to 1327 Ibs. 
Among them are the three highest producing senior three- 
year-olds in the United States, the three being Wiscon- 
sin Pride 2d with 1327.94 lbs. butter from 29,502.9 Ibs. 
milk, the milk still standing as the world’s record; Queen 
Olathe Bess Ormsby with 1251.41 lbs. butter from 28,368.1 
lbs. milk; and Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d with 1245.14 lbs. 
butter from 26,357.6 lbs. milk. The latter is also world’s 
butter champion over all breeds in yearling form with 
1088.29 lbs. butter from 22,151.3 lbs. milk. 

Thirty-seventh is the only sire with three 1200-lb. three- 
year-old daughters, or with four 1200-lb. daughters in heif- 
er form. He is the only sire with two 28,000-lb. three-

dyke Segis 62462 C. H. B., owned by 
Duncan McNaughton, of Winchester, 
Ontario, who broke the Canadian rec- 
ord for four-year-olds with exactiy 
1000 lbs. fat (1250 lbs. butter) from 
25,404 lbs. milk at the age of 4 years, 
6 months. Less than three months 
later, she had freshened again, mak- 
ing a record of 33.29 lbs. butter from 
809.2 lbs. milk and a 30-day record 
of 137.5 lbs. butter from 2898.3 Ibs. 
milk. Her best day’s milk was 135 
lbs. and three months after freshen- 
ing she was still milking over 100 
lbs. daily and is expected to make 
another excellent year record. In 
addition to this great string of rec- 
ords, she has a senior two-year-old 
record of 1056.25 ibs. butter from 21,- 
377 lbs. milk, giving her another Can- 
adian championship when made. 





A 30-Lb. Prize Winner 


S. X. Belle Model Echo Sylvia 540- 
018 combines show type and produc- 
tion. She has recently completed a 
record as a four-year-old of 30.04 lbs. 
butter, 644.8 lbs. milk in 7 days, this 
being the first 30-lb. record in the 
herd of John M. Dennis & Son, Rider- 
wood, Maryland, where she was bred 
and has been developed. She has a 
noteworthy show ring record, win- 
ving first prize in her class at Mary- 
jand State Fair in 1920, 1921, 1922 
and 1923.

This 
heifer is a credit to the breeding of 
Colony Farm, Essondale, B. C., where 
she has been bred and developed. 
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What the Discussion Has Brought Out 


INCE the publication of the report of the General 

Welfare Committee, following the meeting of this 

committee in Cleveland in January, breeders have 
freely discussed the various proposed charges through the 
forum provided by the World. Letters have been pre- 
sented from breeders in a dozen different states, who 
usually had some constructive thought or suggestion to 
offer. 

These letters have, in general, expressed approval of 
the proposed type section of the Advanced Registry, al- 
though there are a few notable exceptions which are 
frankly skeptical that the scaling can be handled satisfac- 
torily, representing, as it does, a matter of one man’s 
judgment in each case. On the whole, however, these 
letters indicate a feeling on the part of the breeders that 
this proposal would be a great piece of constructive work. 
Nearly every correspondent emphasized the fundamental 
importance of the utmost skill and thoroughness in the 
scaling of these animals and the elimination of all political 
or personal considerations. Several suggestions have 
been offered for modification of the plan as originally out- 
lined, including higher standards for medal awards both 
from the standpoint of production and type. Another sug- 
gestion made by a number of breeders was that only 
animals with long-time records sufficiently large be eligi- 
ble to receive medals. One well known breeder that is a 
student of Holstein matters offered an additional sugges- 
tion that the type section, as suggested be supplemented 
by the award of certificates of merit based on type alone 
whenever animals of high enough merit come before ac- 
credited judges in our shows. 

With respect to the proposed classification of records, 
there is wider divergence of opinion. Among those writ- 
ing, we observed a very general feeling that classes ought 
not be increased in number on account of the resulting 
confusion, but that an effort should be made to simpuify 
these classifications rather than add to them. 

An outstanding feature of many of the letters was the 
appeal for the continuance of the dairyman’s class under 
twice-a-day milking. A number of breeders mentioned the” 
importance of lowering the cost of making records and 
urged some plan of allowing cow testing association 
supervision or recognition of cow testing association rec- 
ords in the twice-a-day milking class. One correspondent 
outlined a definite plan along this line in which regular 
cow testing association supervision would be given at 
least once a month and with quarterly check tests by a 
state official supervisor as in the present  semi-official 
work. Other writers specifically expressed their dis- 


approval of any plan which would recognize cow testing 
association records on the ground that there is a funda- 
mental difference between cow testing association and 
semi-official work both in purpose and mode of procedure. 
The idea of those opposing seems to be that recognition 
oc. FT. 


A. records would tend to cheapen all of our tests 
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and would not be in the interest of sound breed develop- 
ment. 

Several breeders who have made records in all divi- 


sions stated that in their experience there was not a con- 
siderable saving in expense under the present subdivision 
B plan, while the complaint was quite universal that the 
public, in placing a valuation on these records, fail to 
make due allowance for the different conditions under 
which they are made. 

The most frequent suggestion for simplifying the clas- 
sification is to cut out the proposed separate class for 
three-time milking and continue the present classification 
permitting three-time or four-time milking in the breeder’s 
division and with a dairyman’s division limited to twice- 
a-day milking for all or most of the test. Opinions seem 
to vary considerably as to the proper length of time to 
permit milking more than twice a day. On the one hand 
we find breeders contending that this class should be a 
straight twice-a-day proposition from the beginning, per- 
haps starting the record ten days after calving. The 
largest proportion of those who have already madg rec- 
ords in Subdivision B however seem to prefer the present 
period of forty-five days, some indicating their preference 
for a shorter period of thirty to thirty-five days, if there 
is to be any change. Others agree that it ought to be 
lengthened to sixty days and one writer even contended 
for a one hundred twenty-day period for three-time milk- 
ing, with the balance of the test twice a aday. One breed- 
er who has developed more than one world’s champion 
urges the importance of getting our tests on a more prac- 
tical basis and he would limit all long-time tests to three- 
time milking with a separae class for twice-a-day milk- 
ing. One breeder objected to what he called “a continual 
shifting of standards and classifications” as confusing to 
breeders and detrimental to a fair comparison of records 
from one year to another. 

Several breeders mentioned the need of different re- 
quirements for entry under the dairyman’s division. One 
suggestion, which was based upon government experi-’ 
ments into the subject of the difference of production 
under the two, three and four-time milking, urged that the 
proposed Class B record have a requirement ten per cent 
higher than the present standard and the Class A or 
breeder’s division twenty per cent above the present 
standard. An Oregon breeders’ club passed a resolution 
favoring a reduction in the requirements for starting and 
for admission to the Advanced Register in Subdivision B. 

It is evident from these many letters that breeders all 
over the country are giving careful thought to the prob- 
lems of the Holstein industry. Several of the letters were 
from secretaries of breeders’ clubs and it was evident 
that the matters covered in their letters had been 
thoroughly discussed at club meetings. This very general 
interest and discussion promises much for the soundness 
of the conclusions that will be reached when these 
matters come to a final vote in the Richmond Convention. 
It has been a long time since any convention of our Asso- 
ciation has had so many important matters claiming its 
attention and we doubt if any convention or meeting in 
the past has ever been favored with as much thoughtful 
consideration of these problems in advance by the mem- 
bers as is the case this year. We are happily freed of the 
hysteria and bitterness of the old proxy-grabbing days and 
propositions of fundamental importance are considered 
and studied on their own merits unbeclouded by political 
strife and personalities. The cause of good government 
is immeasurably aided by our present system of delegate 
representation. 

The Delegate System In Operation 


When the delegate system was under discussion the 
point was made by its opponents that it would destroy all 
interest in the annual gatherings on the part of the mem- 
bership. While we could, of course, wish for a wider in- 
terest and more complete participation of members in the 
nomination and election of delegates to attend the con- 
vention, it is interesting to note there were more nomina- 
tions and more votes cast for delegates this year by a 
considerable number than was the case last year. 

The passage of the proposal of Director E. A. Stuart 
to pay the railroad fare of delegates to the convention and 
return would undoubtedly bring about a great and general 
increase in the interest of members in the affairs of the 
Association. Breeders who are now prevented from at- 
tending the conventions on account of the expense, under 
the Stuart plan would be available material for the choice 
of their fellow members. 

The Stuart plan would remedy what is undoubtedly the 
most serious criticism of the delegate system at this time. 

















It remedies the defect that members in the states distant 
from the place of the convention are, in many cases, de- 
prived of direct opportunity to vote from the fact that 
no one in those states can be found who will serve as a 
delegate. The numbers of states thus without represen- 
tation in the convention constitutes, we believe, a valid 
criticism of the operation of our present system. 

As has been previously pointed out, we very properly 
pay the expenses of officers and directors of the Associa- 
tion during their attendance at meetings and we are 
fortunate in the calibre of men who are willing to devote 
their time and thought to the welfare of our Association 
in our interests with no other recompense than their 
traveling expense. In a lesser degree, we are asking the 
delegates to the annual convention to give up their time 
for the consideration of Association problems and if, 
through the Stuart plan, we can bring about a more com- 
plete representation and bring our Association closer to 
its members, and that would be the natural result, we will 
find the few thousand dollars a year thus required money 
very well expended. 

As we pointed out in our comment last week, it might 
be well to amend Mr. Stuart’s proposed amendment 
slightly by limiting its application to districts within the 
United States. Our delegate system, it will be recalled, 
covers a broad territory and a proposed amendment by 
the General Welfare Committee extends its scope to in- 
clude all of America and not simply North America, as in 
our previous constitution. Payment of the railroad fare 
of delegates from every country or dependency included 
in America would probably add expense to the program 
disproportionate to the added benefit. With this condi- 
tion, we believe the Stuart amendment represents a real 
investment in future progress for the Association. 


The Cover 


UR cover illustration this week shows the newest 
O and probably the best picture of Westview De Kol 
Walker 478684 that has yet appeared. Although this 
great young cow has never yet won grand championship 
honors at the National Dairy Show, she is one of the best 
known show cows of the breed and presents an impressive 
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show ring record. In 1922, shown as a four-year-old by 
Baird Brothers, Waukesha, Wisconsin, she won first in 
her class, senior and grand championship at the Water- 
loo Cattle Congress, Wisconsin State Fair, the Central 
States Exposition, and also first in her class at Illinois 
State Fair, and won second at the National Dairy Show, 
being beaten in class by a four-year-old that was later 
made grand champion of the show. 

Shortly before the 1923 show season, she was purchased 
at a long price by John M. Dennis and Son, Essex Farm, 
Riderwood, Maryland, and as a member of this show herd 
was first prize aged cow, senior and grand champion 
female at the Maryland State Fair, New York State Fair 
and the Eastern States Exposition. She was shown also 
at the National being beaten in class by Tillamook Daisy 
Butter King De Kol, who later was made grand champion 
and the “All-American” aged cow of the year. Thus, while 
Westview De Kol Walker has never been a National cham- 
pion, she has twice been runner-up in class to the animal 
that took the grand championship of the show. In both 
cases the decision was close and represented no discredit 
to this famous winner. 

It is very pleasing to record that as a producer West- 
view De Kol Walker measures up to the standard of her 
individuality. As a three-year-old, she made a 7-day rec- 
ord of 26.64 lbs. butter and in her latest lactation, shortly 
after returning from the 1923 National, she made another 
26-lb. record, milking over 100 Ibs. in a day, and is now on 
the way to a yearly record that is expected will exceed 
1000 lbs. butter. Her present owners, John M. Dennis & 
Son, extend an invitation to visitors at the Richmond Con- 
vention to stop off at Baltimore and visit their herd, of 
which Westview De Kol Walker is only one of the good 
ones.

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Mr. Barney Reports on Southern 
Conditions 


sion Service of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association I recently 
finished a four weeks’ trip through 
the southern states. In making this 
trip I had two specific things in mind. 

First to determine what the possi- 
bilities were of having enacted in 
these states better dairy laws than 
they now have. 

I visited the Agricultural Colleges 
and state capitols of the following 
states: North Carolina, South Caro- 
jina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi 
and Louisiana. I had recently put 
in some time in Maryland and Vir- 
ginia. I learned early on this trip 
that the people or legislators of the 
South depend more on their college 
people for recommendations and aid 
in framing their laws than they do in 
the North. 


I found the people down there in 
a receptive mood. The boll weevil, 
the great menace to the cotton crop, 
has obliged them to consider to a 
certain extent some other line of ag- 
riculture. By the growing of cotton 
they have robbed the soil of its fer- 
tility to such an extent that many of 
them admit that they are obliged to 
use $5.00 to $7.00 worth of commer- 
cial fertilizer per acre to procure a 
satisfactory crop. They are much in 
the same condition as the farmers of 
southern Minnesota and _. northern 
Iowa were thirty-five years ago. 
They had grown wheat until the fer- 
tility was exhausted so that their 
land came near being non-productive. 


On advice of Governor Hoard and 
others, the dairy cow was introduced 
and crop rotation came in practice. 
With the result that the land will pro- 
duce a third more at this time than 
it did, this change has been brought 
about without the use of any com- 
mercial fertilizer worth speaking of. 

I know of what I speak as I own 
one of these farms. 

Confronted with this condition the 
South is interested in laws that will 
protect the dairy industry. It should 
be remembered that for many years 
the Oleo industry was one of their 
best patrons; using as they did more 
than 100,000,000 pounds of cotton 
seed oil per year in this substitute 
for butter. It was perfectly natural 
for them to be for and work with the 
Oleo people. But changes have come 
within the last few years and coco- 
nut product has replaced cotton seed 
oil to the extent of over 80,000,000 
pounds per year is used and only 
about 20,000,000 pounds cotton seed 
oil. 

The northern dairyman is using in- 
creased quantities of cotton seed 
meal in his ration so that it is quite 
easy to show the people of the South 
that we are larger consumers of their 
products than the manufacturers of 
Oleo. 

When this matter is placed before 
these interested in dairying in the 
South it is reasonably easy to see 
why they are friendly to us. 

At a recent hearing held in Wash- 


A S a representative of the Exten- 


ington, D. C., before the Tariff Com- 
mission, four out of five of the repre- 
sentatives from the South appearing 
before the commission were favor- 
able and supported the present tariff 
on imported animal fats and vege- 
table oils; in fact many of these men 
wanted an increase on these pro- 
ducts and the tariff on butter raised 
from eight to twelve cents. 

I am quite well satisfied that there 
is a large quantity of colored Oleo 
sold through the South on which the 
10c tax is not paid. Many of the 
states favor the enactment of a law 
similar to the one in effect in some 
of our northern states, which pro- 
hibits the manufacture and sale of 
the colored product within the state. 
At a recent hearing before the Ag- 
ricultural Committee of the legisla- 
ture at Annapolis, Maryland, on our 
False Advertising Law, two or three 
samples of colored Oleo were pre- 
sented in evidence. The parties buy- 
ing this product had asked for but- 
ter. Confronted with things of this 
kind it is reasonably easy to see why 
the dairymen and those interested 
in the public welfare are ready to 
listen to propositions that will be ben- 
eficial to them and helpful to the 
public. 

The second matter I had in mind in 
making this trip through the South 
was to determine what the possibil- 
ities are of the development of the 
dairy industry in that section, and 
to what extent our breed would be 
considered in this development. 

It is my opinion that certain sec- 
tions of the South will do well if 
they come anywhere near producing 
the milk, butter and other dairy pro- 
ducts they should consume. 

In these sections you find a large 
number of underfed half grown Jer- 
seys and grade Jerseys. These cat- 
tle produce but very little as they 
are so poorly fed and cared for. If 
they had any other breed the re- 
sults would not be very different. 
What they most meed in these sec- 
tions is a new breed of dairymen 
rather than a different breed of cat- 
tie. 

There are some sections of the 
South where they are great oppor- 
tunities for those that care to seek 
new locations. In these sections it 
is possible to grow most of the feed 
required for. the dairy cow. I have 
said that the Jerseys are generally 
undersized in the South. This is true 
of the other breeds. I learned that 
any of these breeds can be well 
grown and developed. I saw animals 
in the college and other herds that 
would compare favorably in size with 
those of the same breed in the North. 

I had always supposed that the 
state laws of the South requiring a 
high fat content in milk were in a 
measure responsible for the scarcity 
of our breed in that section. The 
facts are that Alabama with a law 
requiring 3% per cent fat and Mis- 
sissippi with a 3 per cent require- 
ment have less of our cattle than 
any of the southern states. 
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I think that most of the difficulty 
in getting the breed introduced in the 
South is on account of sO many Cat- 
tle being shipped in from the North 
by traders and dealers that later re- 
acted. The Jerseys—many of them 
were shipped in from Tennessee and 
Kentucky, and I am sure were bought 
of regular breeders more generally 
than were our cattle. On this ac- 
count the opinion prevails that our 
cattle are more subject to tubercu- 
losis than the other breeds. Every- 
body who understands this disease 
knows that this is not true and this 
prejudice must be overcome. A 
large per cent of the Agricultural 
college herds are made up of about 
forty or fifty per cent Holsteins and 
the remainder are Jerseys, Guern- 
seys and Ayrshires. I think that 
is because of the fact that the milk 
supply about these places is not as 
good as in the North and they are 
obliged to keep the black and white 
cow to provide milk for the students 
living in the dormitories. Like the 
North, many of the state institutions 
use our breed. 

I called on one of the largest milk 
distributors in the South, located in 
New Orleans. In conversation with 
them I learned that they sold eighty 
thousand quarts per day. I made in- 
quiry as to the source of supply and 
found that two car loads of milk 
shipped in refrigerator cars were re- 
ceived from Chicago each week. I 
asked if they had found this a bet- 
ter way to get the supply than to 
keep Holsteins in the South. He 
wanted to know how I knew this was 
Holstein milk. I told him I knew 
that the firm with whom he was deal- 
ing used eighty or ninety per cent of 
the product of our cow. 

I cannot close without a word of 
commendation for some of the men 
in the South that are doing the pio- 
neer work. There are a number of 
these and they are certainly entitled 
to all the Association and the Exten- 
sion Service can give them in way of 
help in the development of our breed 
in that section.

Extension Fund 


In accord with action taken at the Kansas City Con- 
vention of 1922, permitting an apportionment of fifty cents 
for each transfer originating in the respective districts, 
there became available to the use of these districts which 
were organized or qualified so as to become entitled to 
the apportionment the sums stated in the table which fol- 
lows. This table also shows that from January 1 to De- 
cember 31, 1923, $45,383.50 became available upon 90,767 
transfer certificates issued. There were twenty-two states 
and six foreign countries not taken into consideration 
which did not qualify, and in consequence $2,193 reverted 
to the general Extension fund, and those 28 districts are 
indicated in the table by a star (*).

Use of Prefix Names 


More and more breeders are each year appreciating 
the value, importance and convenience of prefix names in 
recording cattle. The subject has been widely presented 
by the Agricultural Press through the efforts of the Ex- 
tension Service, and aside from the greater convenience 
in the operations of the Secretary’s office, the benefit to the 
breeder from this form of publicity is now appreciated 
very generally, 645 herd prefix names having been re- 
served during 1923. 

No duplicates of such prefixes are permitted, and be- 
cause of the further fact that on retirement of the breeder 
from business, under certain conditions, the prefix may 
follow the ownership of the herd, the prefix name becomes 
an asset of great possible value in such a sale of the 
herd, or in event of the settlement of an estate. 

A pamphlet printed by the Extension Service in which 
are listed nearly 5000 of the herd prefixes already reserved 
may be obtained from the Secretary or the Extension 
Service office. 

Reporting Dead Cattle 

Under the By-Laws it is required that all owners of 
registered cattle upon the death of any such cattle shall 
return the registration certificates thereof to the Secre- 
tary for cancellation. In case the owner so desires, such 
certificates will be endorsed by the Secretary as to the 
fact of death and returned to the owner. Blanks are 
furnished upon which to make such reports, but there is 
often a failure to observe the requirement. 


The Herd-Book 


The publication of the Herd-Books has proceeded as 
usual and Volumes 49 and 50 have been printed and dis- 
tributed during 1923. 

Volume 49 was printed and sent out in August to those 
who ordered it. Volume 49 covered the period from Feb- 
ruary 15, 1922, to September 1, 1922. It contained 61,200 
registrations of which 17,000 were bulls and 44,200 were 
cows. This was the first Herd-Book to be printed in six 
point type which permitted an increase in the number 
of entries per volume of approximately 20,000 thereby re- 
ducing costs, press work and paper without appreciable 
sacrifice of legibility. It contained an index of breeders 
and owners and an index of animals. 

Volume 50, covering the period from September 1, 1922, 
to March 15, 1923, containing 66,400 entries 16,500 bulls 
and 49,900 cows, was printed during 1923 to be distributed 
in January 1924. 

Volumes 51 and 52 are in preparation and the distribu- 
tion of the former is anticipated in June. 

Volume 51 covering the period from March 15, 1923, to 
September 1, 1923, containing 49,900 registrations of which 
13,300 are bulls and 36,600 are cows is being printed and 
will be distributed in June 1924. This volume contains 
the minutes of the Cleveland Convention (June 6, 1923), 
list of Association members, index of animals and index 
of breeders and owners. 
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Volume 52 will not be ready for distribution until late 
in the Fall and will cover the period from September 1, 
1923, to March 1, 1924, containing 62,200 registrations, 
15,100 bulls and 47,100 cows.

Membership 


Under general conditions prevailing, the membership 
growth has been a continued testimonial of confidence and 
high regard for the ideals and splendid accomplishments 
of the organization and its members. 


Accessions to the membership as heretofore reflect the 
growth of the breeding and dairy industry in each state 
or section of the country and are stated in detail in the 
annexed table. 


New York is no longer supreme but its growth in this 
respect of 189 is eclipsed by Wisconsin with 325. Like- 
wise transfer fees are returned by Wisconsin breeders in 
similar proportion. The Central States contributed the 
larger number of new members with 1,069, followed by 
the Middle Atlantic states with 409, Pacific Coast 92, New 
England 77, Western States 62, Southern States 46. 

These additions totalling, 1,758 new memberships 
added to the total number with deductions for expirations 
of limited memberships and terminations of partnerships 
reaching 29, and the loss by death of 142 make the total 
enrollment 23,597. Five members withdrew. Two were 
expelled for cause and their names follow:

Deceased Members 


During the year there has been reported to the Sec- 
retary the decease of 149 members, whose names, resi- 
dences and date of death as far as reported are listed al- 
phabetically. Although our members are very faithful in 
reporting deaths of which they have knowledge, the list is 
obviously incomplete, because it is necessary to depend 
almost wholly upon the field for information. It is very 
desirable that friends of deceased members should report 
in regard to this to the Secretary. 


Suspension of Privileges 


The custom of suspending privileges of the Associ- 
ation to breeders necessarily prevails to a considerable 
extent, and is the most effectual mode of redress for 
violation of its rules within the power of the Association 
except that of expulsion, which may be imposed only upon 
members. 


Various causes lead to the suspension of privileges of 
registration and transfer; failure to answer letters from 
the Secretary or Superintendent of Advanced Registry, 
failure to furnish certificates of registry or transfer for 
animals sold, apparent irregularity or deception in matters 
pertaining to registration and transfer, or fraudulent prac- 
tice in testing; also, delinquency in payment for Advanced 
Registry testing. 


The authority for such action is based on the By-Laws 
and upon resolutions of the Board of Directors, and unless 
the offending person removes the cause of his suspension 
to the satisfaction of the office and those suffering for his 
misconduct, the suspension necessarily remains perma- 
nent both to members and non-members. 


When the reason for suspension of a member cannot 
be satisfactorily adjusted, it may lead to formal complaint 
requiring the offender to show cause why his membership 
should not be forfeited. 

During 1923, 178 breeders were suspended; 90 were 
suspended by the Secretary and 88 reported delinquent by 
Superintendent Gardner. 


Co-operation With Extension Service 


The Secretary’s office has, during the year, co-operated 
with the Extension Service to the fullest extent in vari- 
ous ways as opportunity offered and in the distribution of 
particular items of its literature, including a very useful 
directory of prefix names, a large number of the circular 
describing the paintings and the statues of the True Type 
Holsteins, also circular matter intended to bring to the 
attention of breeders the use of the new trade-mark. Con- 
siderable effort has also been made in an attempt to secure 
the names of Holstein breeders engaged. in selling milk. 

Meetings 

Besides the Annual Convention held at Cleveland, Ohio, 
June 6, five meetings of the Board of Directors have been 
held and also several meetings by ‘the various com- 
mittees. 

Meetings of the Officers were held February 13, at Chi- 
cago, Illinois; June 4-5, at Cleveland, Ohio; June 7, at 
Cleveland, Ohio; October 10, at Syracuse, New York, and 
December 4, at Chicago, Illinois.

year-olds, with three 28,000-lb. heif- 
ers or with five 26,000-lb. heifers. All 


these great producers are in the herd 
today. 


We have already mentioned Wis- 
consin Pride 2d as the American 
champion senior three-year-old for 


butter and the world’s champion for 
milk. She has a son in the herd and 
an older son, Pride of Sir Piets, is 
senior sire at Murphy Farms. She is 
one of the world’s champion group 
of three full sisters, age considered, 
being a full sister to Wisconsin Pride 
3d with 1207.34 lbs. butter from 25,- 


561.9 lbs. milk and Wisconsin Pride 
4th with a two-year-old record of 
912.3 lbs. butter from 19,875.8 Ibs. 
milk. These three full sisters aver- 
age 1149.19 lbs. butter from 24,980.2 
lbs. milk at an average age of 3 


years, 9 months. The three have to- 
gether made six year records averag- 
ing 1077.29 lbs. butter from 23,374.35 
lbs. milk at an average age of 3 years, 
4 months. These are all world’s rec- 
ord averages for age. . 

The second member of this three 
full sister group is Wisconsin Pride 
3d, who, as a senégor two-year-old, 
broke the Wisconsin State record 
with over 1000 lbs. butter from over 
22,000 lbs. milk, came back as a se- 
nior three-year-old with 1116 lbs. but- 
ter and now at 5 years, 1 month, has 
just made a 1200-lb. record. She thus 
becomes the youngest three times 
1000-lb. cow of any breed, taking this 
honor from Chloe Pietertje Ormsby, 
a sister to her sire. 

Thirty-seventh is the only sire to 
have two 1000-lb. two-year-old daugh- 
ters, both of which have since come 


back with 1200-lb. records. Both 
these two-year-olds are still in the 
herd. 


One of the greatest cows ever bred 
and developed at Erickson Farms is 
Wisconsin Fobes, who as a nine-year- 
old made a year record of 1153 Ibs. 
butter from 24,535.5 lbs. milk. She 
is dam of Ambassador Fobes, a for- 
mer Erickson herd sire and at pres- 
ent junior sire at Murphy Farms, and 
is dam also of Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes, junior sire at Hollyhock Farm. 
She has had seven daughters at 
Erickson Farms, of which the four 
youngest are still in the herd. The 
three older daughters, sired by Johan- 
na De Colantha Champion, include a 


1000-lb. cow with over 25,000 Ibs. 
milk, an 894-lb. cow with 23,740 Ibs. 
milk, and a 737-lb. two-year-old. Her 


four younger daughters that are still 
in the herd include Wisconsin Fobes 
5th, who is perhaps the most famous 
daughter of 37th. As a two-year-old, 
she broke the Wisconsin state record 
for first calf two-year-olds with 29.68 
lbs. For one reason or another she 
was not run on long test until she 
was five years old, when in 305 days 
she made a record of 1079 lbs. butter 
from 25,617 lbs. milk, but failed to 
qualify by a narrow margin. She is 
sometimes referred to as the largest 
dairy cow in the world, having weigh- 
ed when in proper condition some- 
what more than her grandam, Spring 
Brook Bess Burke, of whom this 
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claim had been made. She has a 
pair of young twin daughters in the 
herd, has two sons that have stood in 
service in the herd, and an older son, 
Ormsby Sensation, who stands at the 
head of Beaver Dam Stock Farm 
herd, where one of his daughters re- 
cently broke the world’s records for 
junior two-year-olds in the 305-day di- 
vision. Her full sister, Wisconsin 
Fobes 6th, after making good records 
in two and three-year-old form, went 
over the 32-lb. mark as a senior four- 
year-old, finished her 305-day record 


with over 850 lbs. and has_ recently 
come back with over 34 lbs. butter, 
from 636.5 lbs. milk. She is one of 


the best 1000-lb. prospects in the herd 
today. 

The third daughter of Wisconsin 
Fobes that is still in the herd is Wis- 
consin Fobes 7th, who recently com- 
pleted a two-year-old record of 770.5 
Ibs. butter from 17,051 Ibs. milk. 
These three are all full sisters, being 
sired by Sir Pietertje Ormsby Merce- 
des 37th. The youngest daughter, 
Wisconsin Fobes 8th, is not yet two 
years old and is a daughter of Mara- 


thon Bess Burke. 

Mention should also be made of 
Wisconsin Fobes Ormsby, who is 
from the oldest daughter of Wiscon- 


sin Fobes. She is a 26-lb. two-year- 
old and has a daughter sired by 37th 
that made 31 lbs. as a senior three- 
year-old and has just come back with 
over 37 lbs. as a senior four-year-old, 
becoming his largest record daughter 
in the 7-day division. 

Another of the early cows bred at 
Erickson’s was Princess Colantha Jew- 
el, who as a ten-year-old made a 25-lb. 
record, having about two months be- 
fore completed a year record of 865 
Ibs. She has five A. R. O. daughters, 
four of them with creditable year rec- 
ords, and these daughters are dams 
of a number of the best of the 37th 
daughters. Among these granddaugh- 
ters of Princess Colantha Jewel is 
Princess de Ormsby, a 911-lb. junior 
two-year-old who came back as a four- 
year-old with 1171.1 lbs. butter from 
26,676.7 lbs. milk, made a 36-lb. rec- 
ord as a six-year-old and completed a 
second year record above 1100 Ibs. 
butter and above 26,000 lbs. milk. 
Another granddaughter of the old cow 
is dam of an 1100-lb. three-year-old 
daughter of 37th. 

A maternal sister to Princess de 
Ormsby, mentioned above, is Prin- 
cess Della sired by Johanna De Co- 
lantha Champion, a 30-lb. cow with a 
year record at ten years old of 26,123.7 
Ibs. milk and 1088 lbs. butter. This 
grand old cow, until very recently a 
member of the herd, has three daugh- 
ters in the herd, sired by 37th and all 
with fine year records. Her oldest 
daughter, Princess Della 2d, after mak- 
ing 836 lbs. as a three-year-old, came 
back at full age with 978.5 lbs. butter 
from 25,213.9 lbs. milk. Her second 
daughter, Princess Della 4th, at barely 
two years old, made 958.61 lbs. butter 
from 22,600.3 lbs. milk, came back as 
a junior three-year-old with a 35-lb. 
record, was run for 305 days, making 
905.04 Ibs. butter from 21,115.8 Ibs. 
milk, which would have been a world’s 
record at that time had she not failed 
to qualify. The youngest daughter, 
Princess, Della 4th, at just twenty- 
four months old, has 928.73 lbs. but- 
ter from 20,770.3 lbs. milk, so we see 
there are two daughters of this cow 
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with 900-lb. junior two-year-old rec. 
ords. A famous son of Princess Della 
is Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes Della, 


also sired by 37th, one of ‘whose 
daughters broke the world’s record 
for junior two-year-olds with over 


32 lbs. and came back as a junior 
four-year-old with over 41 lbs. The 
Della branch of the Colantha-Jewe] 
family at Erickson’s, is considered 
one of their very best strains. 

The herd today consists of some 
thirty daughters of Sir  Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th, including as 
we have said, nine of his 1000-lb. 
daughters and many others with rec- 
ords not far below that figure. There 
are also about thirty daughters of 
Marathon Bess Burke and about fifty 
granddaughters of 37th. In proof of

Sales have been made 
in Kansas, Missouri, Iowa. Texas, r- 
lahoma, Arkansas, California, Ten- 
nessee, Arizona, New York, and Wash- 
ington, D. C. The Farm Colony herd 
consisting of 18 head of purebred 
Holsteins, under Federal Supervision, 
is headed by Marathon Bess Burke 
14th, who takes the place of the grand 
champion, Johanna Bonheur Cham- 
pion 2d. The latter sire has numer- 
ous daughters and granddaughters in 
the herd. There are also daughters 
of the 40-lb. sire, Sir Veeman Ruby 
Vale Wayne, and of Sir Homestead 
Bess Ormsby. The herd is strong in 
Colantha, Ormsby and Homestead 
blood. For a number of years the 
herd has been very carefully culled 
and no poor individuals are allowed 
to stay in the herd or are sold as 
breeding stock.

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POINTS OF THE HOLSTEINS 


41. Personal Choice. One cannot suc- 
ceed with a breed he does not like, 
and the Holstein appeals to me as a 
creature of beauty and utility. 

2. Predominant Breed in Locality. 
One has to consider, in choosing, 
which breed leads in the locality. To 
attract outside buyers there must be 
many of one breed. Bull associations 
are easier formed. 

3. Prolificacy or Reproduction. Hol- 
steins being hardier, reproduce 
faster than other breeds, proof is in 
superiority of numbers. Farmers 
have plenty of live stock diseases to 
contend with, haven’t time to pamper 
cows, so cannot afford to get a breed 
that is weak and delicate. 

4. Size. Calves Larger. In choosing 
Holsteins much consideration was 
given to their size. I want a large 
cow able to turn a lot of home grown 
roughage into milk, and they need 
less of the high priced concentrates. 
The larger the machine, so to speak; 
the greater output, and hence larger 
profits. They bring more at end of 
their milking days. Holstein calves 
make greater returns as veal or steers, 
easily raised, grow rapidly. 

5. Holstein Milk-Vitality. Holstein 
milk has smaller fat globules, easier 
digested, so is best for infants and in- 
valids. Majority of institutions have 
Holstein herds or use the milk. Many 
breeders of other breeds keep Hol- 
steins as nurse cows for their calves. 

6. Economical Production. While 
adherents of some breeds claim they 
can preduce butter fat cheaper, the 
Wis. cow competition in 1911 showed 
that Holsteins produced milk and 
solids more economically and the 
amount of feed consumed per pound of 
live weight of the animals was greater 
in the case of the small breeds, than 
the Holsteins. Small margin of profit 
claimed for some breeds is far offset 
by the Holstein’s greater advantage of 
size, market value, hardier calves and 
withstanding disease and climate, and 
value of extra skim milk. 

7. Popularity. The public has placed 
the stamp of approval on Holsteins, 
proof is the number of owners.

He 
bred intelligently, he was responsi- 
ble for the fact that the blood of 
Mooie Mutual De Kol and Pearl of 
the Dairy’s Joe De Kol has been so 
profusely and effectively diffused in 
Wisconsin. He has consistently fol- 
lowed out the Homestead line of 
breeding in his operations with the 
result that today he has a herd sec- 
ond to none in point of type and pro- 
duction. 


About a year ago, his son, junior 
member of the firm, was advised by 
his doctor to discontinue. They re- 
fused to do so, hoping against hope 
that things would change for the bet- 
ter.

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RED HAWTHORNE LODGE BARNS 
DESTROYED BY FIRE 


On Monday, April 28, occurred the 
loss by fire of the extensive and con- 
veniently appointed dairy and cattle 
buildings at Red Hawthorne Lodge, 
near the city of Oswego, a farm long 
distinguished as the home of a pure- 
bred Holstein herd of unusual merit. 
The owner, H. J. Karpinski, with 
large realty holdings and other impor- 
tant interests’ in Oswego, has made 
the farm pay through the active co- 
operation of a capable wife who has 
been keenly interested in the devel- 
opment of the Holstein herd which at 
the present time consists largely if 
not entirely of animals bred and 
raised at Red Hawthorne Lodge. Pro- 
gressive methods have been practiced. 
It is significant that the Karpinski 
herd was one of the very first to be 
fully accredited under federal and 
state supervision in New York State. 
The herd, in addition to its clean 
health record, has the merit of every- 
day all-the-year-round producing abil- 
ity and has paid its way as a dairy 
proposition. The complete lack of 
quarters at the farm for the cattle in 
consequence of the fire compels the 
early dispersal of the herd, and it 
has been decided that this outfit, num- 
bering between fifty and sixty head, 
about half of which are of milking 
age, shall be sold in public auction at 
the farm on June 21. It is not Mr. 
Karpinski’s intention to undertake the 
building of a new barn, at least not 
during the present year. 





OCTOBER 1 SET FOR AMERICAN 
DAIRY FEDERATION 
MEETING

A GREAT YEAR AT BRIDGFORD’S

Her daughter, Abbekerk Adirondac 
Dairy Maid, as a second calf three- 
year-old, finished her year with 1074 
lbs. butter from 25853 lbs. milk, qual- 
ifying for the 305-day division with 
930 lbs. butter from 22,389 lbs. milk. 
She has recently dropped her third 
calf and is milking over 100 lbs. daily 
and producing over 100 lbs. fat per 
month. 


Fairmont Colantha Prilly, the dam 
of one of the Bridgeford herd sires, 
finished as a junior’ three-year-old, 
with 1198.26 lbs. butter from 25,570.7 
lbs. milk, which is the third highest 
butter record of the breed for her 
class, and with a larger milk record 
than either of the two heifers ahead 
of her for butter. She is 75 per cent 
sister to King Segis Alcartra Prilly. 

Among the Prilly daughters to 
make outstanding records for the 
year is Ormsby Mechthilde Prilly, a 
junior four-year-old, who threatened 
the World’s Record for her class in 
the 305-day division with 1038 Ibs. 
butter from 23,034 lbs. milk—only 
about five pounds under the World’s 
Record production of Bess Johanna 
Ormsby. She finished her year with 
1141 lbs. butter from 25927 lbs. milk. 

Nattalene Walker, who will be re- 
membered as breaking the World’s 
Record for milk production in the 
junior three-year-old class some years 
ago, has come back at full age 
with 28.353 Ibs. milk containing 1132 
Ibs. butter. She also qualified for a 
305-day record of 1012 lbs. butter from 
25,785 lbs. milk. 

A new World’s Record for milk 
production in the senior two-year-old 
class has been set during the past 
year by one of the Prilly daughters, 
Woodbine Rosa Prilly, with 26,759 
lbs. milk containing 971 lbs. butter. She 
is the second daughter of King Segis 
Alcartra Prilly to make over 26,000 
lbs. milk as a two-year-old, the other 
holding the World’s Record in the 
junior division of this class. 

Several daughters of Sir Colantha 
Prilly have made great records in 
the Bridgford herd the past year. 
Among them might be mentioned 
Donnybrook Ladysmith Johanna with 
1117 lbs. butter from 27,290 lbs. milk, 
Lyons Prilly of Donnybrook, 
1068 lbs. butter from 25,154 Ibs. milk, 
Donnybrook Colantha De Kol with 
1058 Ibs. butter from 25,219 Ibs. milk, 
and Donnybrook Sophie Korndyke 
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with 992 lbs. butter from 24511 Ibs. 
milk. The last named qualified for 
a 305-day record of 800 lbs. butter 
from 22,580 lbs. milk, making sgix 
305-day records above 22,000 lbs. milk 
completed at Bridgford’s during the 
past year. 

Among the other good ones. are 
Eva De Kol Segis with 1068 lbs. but- 
ter from 23,286 lbs. milk and Natta- 
lene Walker Segis Prilly, a first calf 
senior two-year-old with 877 lbs. but- 
ter from 22,606 lbs. milk in a year 
and 746 lbs. butter from 19,218 Ibs. 
milk in 305 days. 

The Bridgford Company has a fine 
string of cows and heifers on test 
now, several first calf heifers giving 
promise of making from 900 to 1000 
lbs. butter. All these great producers 
have been dropping a fine lot of 
calves sired by King Segis Alcartra 
Prilly, now in service at Pabst Hol- 
stein Farms, and by King Mead Co- 
lantha Prilly and King Dairy Maid 
Prilly, the latter a son of Adirondac 
Wietske Dairy Maid and King Segis 
Alcartra Prilly. The first calf by the 
latter sire has just arrived, a very 
promising young bull, out of Fairmont 
Colantha Prilly.

ren. Paul C. Adams of Adams’ Eden 
farm, Holstein breeder of Warren, 
and a member of the sale committee, 
had a great deal to do with the suc- 
cess of the campaign, the foundation 
for which was laid more than a year 
ago during the administration of a 
former county agent, F. C. Holibaugh. 
Dr. G. W. Parent, county veterina- 
rian, then completed a survey of 
county herds in which he listed 125 
scrubs or grades out of a total of 
275 or 300. Considerable preliminary 
work was done by the state college, 
also, and last November there was 
a meeting at St. Helens of committee- 
men representing all breeds in the 
county. Another meeting was held in 
mid-January, when the committee of 
which Adams was the most active 
member was appointed and J. H. 
Wist of Scappoose was chosen as 
salesman. Almost no local publicity 
was given the campaign, and on the 
outside little was known of its prog- 
ress until it was all over. With one ex- 
ception, banks of the county gave it 
hearty support, and it developed into 
a straight selling proposition. Wist 
sometimes traveled 150 miles a day, 
and to his tact and per- 
sonality, is ascribed much of the 
credit for success. The committee 
insisted upon cash for the seller, and 
this meant handling considerable 
paper, but there were no failures to 
complete the contract after the $25 
first payment had been made, and 
the committee feels that all of the 
bulls were well sold. The price us- 
ually was f. o. b. the purchaser’s 
farm, and some member of the com- 
mittee inspected the bull immediately 
upon arrival. Two or three went 
back because they did not meet the 
rigid standards of individuality, 
though no standard of production 
backing was set.
